REMARKS 

Prior to this Reply, Claims 1-10, 14-27, 29, 30, 35, 36 and 50-89 were pending. Through 
this Reply, Claims 1, 21, 75 and 84 have been amended, while Claims 8, 26, 78 and 86 have 
been cancelled. Furthermore, Claims 90-94 have been added. Accordingly, Claims 1-7, 9, 10, 
14-25, 27, 29, 30, 35, 36 and 50-77, 79-85 and 87-94 are at issue in the present case. 

I. Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner objected to Claims 6, 8, 14, 17, 26, 74, 78, 82 and 86 as being dependent 
on a rejected base claim. However, the Examiner indicated that such claims would be deemed 
allowable if rewritten in independent form to include all of the limitations of their respective 
base claims and any intervening claims. 

Applicants have amended Claim 1 to include substantially all of the limitations of 
Claim 8. Applicants have also amended Claim 21 to include the substantially all of the 
limitations of Claim 26, but not the intervening claims. Furthermore, Applicants have amended 
Claim 75 to include substantially all of the limitations of Claim 78. Also, Applicants have 
amended Claim 84 to include substantially all of the limitations of Claim 86. In view of the 
amendments, Applicants have cancelled Claims 8, 26, 78 and 86. 

In addition, Applicants have added new Claims 90-94, which include the limitations of 
objected-to Claims 14, 17, 6, 74 and 82, respectively.
